Unable to cut the rope of his para- 
chute, "Professor" Malonoy, a baloon- 
ist, today dropped from a height of 
2000 
feet in the presence of 
5000 


horrified spectators and' escaped with 
nothing worse than severely lacerated 
back and an injured arm. 


The ascent was made at the Barn- 


stable County Pair late in the after- 
noon. 
As the crowd gazed at 
him 


they saw him float upward to a dis- 
tance of about 2600 feet. 
At 
this 


stage he was seen to reach for 
the 


parachute rope, but the 
spectators, 


saw with horror that it had been 
blown out of his reach by a sharp 
wind which was then blowing. 


Women Hysterical 


Time and -aga;i the intrepid bal- 


loonist attempted to sever the rope 
but -in vain. 
The crowd would 
see 


him lean out dangerously but to no 


^ purpose. Women grew hysterical and 


men shouted and shrieked in their 
'horror. The frenzied crowd broke in 
all directions, yelling and scrambling 
incoherently and, then as the balloon 
.was seen to be floating along with 
the wind, it was madly fo.llowed by 
.people on foot and horseback, and in 
wagons and automobiles. 


The -race was kept up for over two 


miles over fields and the roughest 
kind of country. Then, those below 
saw the. gas was escaping from the 
balloon and that it was dropping to 
the earth. 


Tragedy in the Air 


The huge contrivance at first drop-, 


ped. slowly but as the gas escaped it 
gathered momentum and tore throiTgh- 
tho air at a furious speed. 
Thousands 


of. men and women covered their' eyes 
at the sight and dozens of women 
(fainted. 
With a tearing sound the 


balloon shot toward the earth and. 
when a few feet from the ground its 


I folds, sweeped -down and 
enveloped

form of the aeronaut. 


'The next Instant, amid a breathless 
silence the unfortunate man was dash- 
ed to the ground, his body striking 
a fence poler 


When picked xip the spectators were 


startled to discover that he was still 
in. a semi-conscious condition. 
He 


was hurried to a hotel in Barnstable 
and there attended by physicians who 
declare that though badly lacerated 
and bruised, he will recover.

X THE past 24 hours The Journal has been very freely criticized for the 


position it assumed yesterday morning, by its editorial expression, toward 


the enforcement-of tac anti-free-speech ordinance We have been accused of 
inciting to public disturbance, of encouraging violations of the law, and of 
tendin'g toward radicalism 
Such criticism does not displease .us, nor are we 


at all deterred by it from following the course along which we believe our 
duty lies. Every man is entitled, to his own opinions. We have ours, and 
we hope always'to have the courage to express them, even though we may 
by so doing make ourselves unpopular. We do n6t propose to straddle any 
issue which concerns the public, and we believe the people do us the credit 
of believing that in such opinions as we may express, even though we may be 
unpopular, we are entirely sincere. 


The issue involved in the anti-frec-speech ordinance agitation is not one 


of small consequence. It cannot be ridiculed into .nothingness,, nor can it be 
laughed out of the court of public opinion by sneers, jibes and jests at those 
who oppose it. Nor will contemptible flings at a devout and sincere man have 
the effect of lessening public sentiment on the subject. 


There is involved in this ordinance, as we stated yesterday, something 


more'than the.mere Tight of free speech, and the still higher right of free 
worship... The issues which are plainly presented in this agitation are two in 
number, and are stated in these two questions, reproduced from yesterdayls 
Journal:. 
» 
Does this city belong to the men who have been elected to the City 


Council, "or docs it belong'to the citizens and tax-payer's? 
' 


Shall the misguided .wisdom of a City Council which has.legislated with- 


out due discrimination prevail over the uncontrovertible,desire of the mass of 
the population? 


Unwisdom and arrogance-are not uncommon factors in municipal legis- 


latures. Men who are.,chosen to be members of a city council not infre- 
quently assume that .their;election endows them •with power to do as they 


to thj \otcrs, citizens and'taS- 


are merely the delegates of the 


people jjp; tfte RprfojmanOB of a requned dut 


Some' suchrmisconception of putho ity as this is Wo behc-^e, the present 


affliction of Reno's City Councib 


As we tried to make clear yesterdaj morning1, there arc two ways of con- 


ducting municipal legislation. One is intelligent th<_ othei is uniiitelligent. 
Municipal affairs strike nearer home than do any others of a public character, 
and it is\municipa government which must .most vitallj intcicst us. .'Municipal 
legislation should, therefore, to be satisfactory- to the greatest number, be 
characterized! by .more intelligence than is that of a.'state-'or federal.nature. 


To municipalities'is left the'matter of police s^islcc 
And the-soteand 


only object of.the; states in delegating pow-er over police service to the mu- 
nicipalitiesTs"to""pTacV'wi£h'in the control of those most concerned one of the 
mos,t important factors in municipal regulation. Administration of police, 
authority, to be most efficient and the least burdensome, requires discretion, 
and effective, police regulation is only possible by the wide exercise of discre- 
tionary powers by those who are entrusted with, the preservation of order,; the 
enforcement of law, and the protection of life, iiborty and property. 


It is for this reason that the administration of the police department has 


.been the storm center of every great municipal battle.for righteousness which 
has. been fought in America. And it is because .police administration cannofc 
be successfully-conducted along arbitrary lines that city councils, in enacting 
municipal.legislation, .have clothed police officials with wide discretionary 
•authority. -This, discretion, an the better regulated municipalities, extends to 
demonstrations. 
• 


Instead' "ofpassing"such unwise ordinances "as that recently enacted by 


the Reno City Council, other municipalities—we misht name dozens'of them 
—have covered the entire subject of such regulation by a simple 'enactment 
v hich makes the use of the streets and highways, for public purposes other 
than those of usual traffic, dependent upon police sanction. The ordinary 
method requires that before anybody can hold a public meeting, or other 
demonstration in the streets, a permit must be obtained from the head of the 
•municipal police force. 
These permits authorize the holding of such a 


demonstration as may be represented, but on their face it is stated that the 
permit is revocable whenever-the proposed demonstration becomes disorderly, 
results in the obstruction of. the public highways, or becomes a p'ublic nuis- 
ance. 
The rule in, well-regulated police departments is for an -officer on a 


beat, seeing a demonstration in progress, to demand the production" of a per- 
mit. 
If this is .not forthcoming, then the demonstration is being illegally 


held, and is subject to suppression. . The permit being produced, the officer 
cannot interfere'until such time as the demonstration may. transgress beyond 
the bounds of, the authorization granted. 


Tinder such provisions,, the police department Is'sivcn a chance to exer- 


cise discretionary powers, to use that good judgment upon which-efficient 
police administration depends. 
AVhen a demonstration becomes disorderly, 


obstructs the public highways, or results in a, public nuisance, the permit is 
.^revokes!, and w.ithout a permit those who are conducting'the demonstration 
are placed in the category of ordinary disturbers of the peace. 
t 


Had the R<-no City Council enacted such an ordinance as this, none could 


have objected to it, for interference with the peaceful, orderly gatherings of 
the Salvation Army and Volunteers of America would not have been possible. 
But instead of legislating along intelligent lines, the City Council adopted 
the unintelligent course, and enacted a "mandatory ordinance, .lestructive of 
that discretionary authority which is essential to proper police administr,a- 
ti->n, and which invades the,right of free speech and the higher and more 
sacred right of free worship. 


Nothing- is further from the purpose of The Journal than to dictate to 


the City Council. Such dictation would be as ineffective as" it would be arro- 
gant. Government by newspapers is no more to be tolerated than is govern- 
ment by any special class in th'e municipality. But when a City Council has 
.legislated without due deliberation, where its acts are the product of mis- 
•guided wisdom, and where the effect of those acts is "to~ bring about viola- 
tions of private rights, and at the same time to destroy police efficiency by 


- depriving the police machine of the quality of flexibility which goes with 


discretion, it is the duty a,newspaper owes to the public to point out'the error. 


That is what The Journal has striven 'to do. And not only is there 


ample justification-for doing It to bo found In. the happenings of the last few 
"evenings, but";there is before us a statement by the Chief of Police which 
piles justification upon justification. Says' Chief Leeper: - 
., 


•."I do my duty as I see it. T,he charges Of the ministers that some.of the 


laws are not enforced make no difference to me. The ministers know what 
they are talking about when they make 'such statements—men do not usually 
say a thing unless they know what they say is true." 


And, continuing, Chief Leeper declared that he regards the matters of 


his office as purely personal, concerning himself and his men alone. 


With this sort of police administration, little except such narrow and 


bigoted construction of the law as has been witnessed in the last few days 
could be expected. 
There is oh the municipal statute rolls an.'ordinance, 


never repealed,/ which lays "an absolute prohibition against the existence] 
within the city limits of such a moral Dead S'ea as lies >next door to the City 
Hall. Chief Leeper and his men do not enforce that ordinance. 
Unmindful 


of its existence, they let the foul waters of that sink o£ immorality wash 
against the seat of municipal. government. 
Yet. whon. a few devout and 


ntrepid Christian's go upon the streets, to.worship their Maker, the police 
interfere,, and clang the steel door of the "tanks." 
- 


Lack of wisdom on the part of the-City Council, and a refusal/by the 


hief of Police to do his duty without partiality—without inclination toward 


the. tenderloin—amply justify the agitation which is in progress, rind which 
has' led Mayor Kirman to endorse the proposition for a special referendum 
election, to be held for the purpose of expressing public sentiment in. the 
matter of "municipal legislation. 


The .Journal is going to stand for intelligent law-making, impartial 


administration of the .law, and for decency always.

The officers of the public health and 


marine hospital service in San Fran- 
cisco, several of whom have had ex- 
perience -with plagne in the Philip- 
pines and elsewhere, have conferred 
with the municipal authorities of San 
Francisco, and as a result th^-super- 
visors will begin at once an active 
campaign against the disease. 
' The 


surgeon-general has sent to San Fran- 
cisco two officers from Washington ol 
exceptional experience, and has -au- 
thorized the employment of additional 
medical officers at San Francisco and 
additional quarantine forces. 


The revenue cutter service has been 


directed by the Secreary of the Treas- 
ury to assist in the measures to be 
taken ,at San -Francisco.
